Colorado  Corn  on  Wallace  Farm 

Registered  Colorado  13  seed  corn  grown  by  W.  E.  Doner  of 
El  Paso  County,  the  state  corn  champion  the  past  three  years, 
is  doing  well  in  com  inbreeding  and  crossing  projects  on 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  Henry  Wallace’s  Iowa  farm.  In  the 
second  year  of  inbreeding  the  Doner  corn  which  the  Secretary 
secured  while  on  a  visit  here,  the  strain  is  being1  used  in  top 
crosses.  A  hybrid  produced  by  a  top  cross  of  Dontr  seed  with 
an  inbred  line  yields  7  more  bushels  of  corn  per  acre  than  the 
average  open-pollinated  corn  of  northern  Iowa. After  com¬ 
pletion  of  the  inbreeding  of  the  Doner  strain,  the  Wallace 
farm  plans  to  use  it  to  increase  the  early  maturity  of  corn  in 
northern  Iowa.  Last  summer  Wallace  said  the  Doner  corn 
was  by  far  the  most  promising  of  any  early  strain  they  had 
tried.
